PREFACE. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Westfield  Normal  Association  in  1854,  it  was  voted  to 
publish  a  General  Catalogue  of  the  School,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Association  were 
constituted  a  Committee,  with  discretionary  powers,  to  prepare  and  publish  the  same. 

No  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  it  as  correct  and  complete  as  possible.  That 
it  is  entirely  free  from  error,  however,  is  not  presumed.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  history  of  the  school  extends  over  nearly  twenty  years ;  that  the 
Records  of  the  Barre  School  were  not  preserved,  and  that  catalogues  of  that  school 
were  printed  for  but  a  part  of  the  time ;  that  many  of  the  pupils  of  both  schools 
have  deceased,  others  changed  their  address  by  marriage,  and  others  still,  removed 
not  only  to  other  parts  of  the  country,  but  to  other  countries,  and  some  to  the  Islands 
of  the  Pacific,  a  reasonable  amount  of  charity  will  be  exercised  for  any  incomplete- 
ness or  error  that  may  be  found  in  the  work. 

Early  in  1855,  a  correspondence,  by  letter  and  by  circular,  was  commenced  with 
the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Barre  School,  and  subsequently  with  those  of  the 
Westfield  School.  A  circular  was  sent  to  every  one  who  had  been  a  member  of 
the  school.  After  waiting  a  reasonable  time,  another  circular  was  issued,  and  sent 
to  those  who  had  not  answered  the  first.  These  were  sent  and  re-sent  until  some 
must  have  been  favored  with  not  less  than  six  copies,  sent  to  what  was  known  or 
supposed  to  be  their  address  at  the  time.    Many  have  also  been  addressed  by  letter. 

This  catalogue  contains  the  names  of  all  who  have  been  members  of  the  School 
from  its  commencement  at  Barre,  Sept.  1839,  to  the  present  time,  July  1857.  It 
also  gives  the  date  of  entering  ;  time  of  attendance,  in  months  ;  time  taught  since 
attending,  in  years :  names,  arranged  both  alphabetically  and  according  to  the 
date  of  entering  ;  residence  when  attending ;  present  residence  :  present  name  of 
ladies  who  have  married,  and  such  other  matter  as  was  thought  to  be  of  general  in- 
terest or  of  permanent  historical  value.  As  the  returns  are  not  complete,  a  much 
larger  number  have  probably  taught  than  is  indicated  by  the  third  column  of  figures. 
The  first  and  second  columns  have  been  completed  from  the  records  of  the  School. 

IgiT  It  may  be  thought  best  by  the  Association  to  publish  a  revised  edition  of  the 
catalogue  at  some  future  time.  Any  corrections  in  the  present  edition  or  any 
changes  that  may  hereafter  occur,  should  be  communicated  to  the  Principal  of  the 
Normal  School,  at  "Westfield,  Mass.  It  is  desired  that  all  should  communicate  such 
facts,  coming  to  their  knowledge,  as  will  be  of  interest  in  the  catalogue.

WESTFIELD  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


This  is  one  of  the  three  Normal  Schools,  established  by  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  for  the  education  of  School  Teachers,  and  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Education.  It  first  went  into  operation  at  Barre, 
September  4th,  1839,  under  the  care  of  Prof.  Samuel  P.  Newman,  as  Prin- 
cipal. It  continued  at  Barre  till  November,  1841,  when,  upon  the  death  of 
its  Principal,  it  was  suspended  till  September  4th,  1844.  The  school  was  then 
recommenced  at  Westfield,  with  Rev.  Emerson  Davis,  D.  D.,  for  its  Princi- 
pal, and  remained  under  his  care  till  September  3d,  1846,  when  our  new 
and  beautiful  Normal  School  Edifice  was  dedicated. 

This  School — as  were  also  the  other  State  Normal  Schools — was  regarded 
at  first  as  an  experiment,  which  it  was  supposed  might  be  fairly  tried  in 
three  years.  If  it  was  continued  longer,  it  was  not,  as  a  matter  of  course^ 
to  remain  in  the  same  place.  It  had  only  temporary  accommodations,  and 
when  permanently  located,  was  to  be  in  some  town  easy  of  access,  and  where 
the  people  would  contribute  liberally  towards  the  erection  of  suitable  build- 
ing-, ["he  easy  railroad  communication,  and  the  liberal  pecuniary  proposals 
of  the  citizens  of  Westfield,  determined  its  location  here.  It  has  steadily 
increased  in  numbers,  popularity,  usefulness,  and  public  confidence,  until  it 
has  passed  its  experimental  period  and  become  a  permanent  and  indispen- 
sable institution  of  the  State.  It  has  done  much  to  improve  the  schools,  and 
to  elevate  the  educational  spirit  in  Western  Massachusetts.

WEST  FIELD  NORMAL  ASSOCIATION. 


This  Association,  composed  of  the  past  and  present  members  of  the  Nor- 
mal School,  was  organized  in  1847 ;  and  held  its  first  Jubilee  in  September; 
of  the  Bame  year.  The  objects  of  the  Association,  ms  indicated  in  the  Pre- 
amble and  Constitution,  are  to  revive  old  acquaintances,  renew  past  associa- 
ting, and  to  keep  in  lively  remembrance  the  fraternal  intercourse  and  fetj 
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lowship  of  those  who  have  been  connected  with  the  School.  Another  very 
important  object  contemplated  by  the  organization,  is  to  secure  a  mutual 
and  familiar  interchange  of  thought  gathered  fresh  from  the  fields  of  every 
day  experience. 

Thus  far,  these  reunions  have  been  well  attended,  profitably  conducted, 
and  happily  terminated.  Since  the  organization,  there  have  been  four 
meetings:  the  first  in  1847  ;  the  second  in  1848 ;  the  third  in  1851 ;  and  the 
fourth  in  1854.  Addresses  upon  these  occasions  have  been  delivered  by 
Rev.  H.  B»  Hooker  of  Falmouth,  Hon.  Horace  Mann,  then  Secretary  of 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,  Hon.  Amasa  Walker  of  Brookfield, 
and  Rev.  Horace  James  of  "Worcester.  At  the  meeting  in  1854,  a  poem 
was  delivered  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Studley  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

These  gentlemen  have  manifested  a  praiseworthy  interest  in  the  success 
of  the  Association ;  and  the  fact  that  most,  if  not  all  of  them,  have  declined 
any  compensation  for  their  valuable  services,  is  gratefully  remembered.
